Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1972. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

BIRTHS 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year 
was  226,  as  compared  with  221  for  the  previous  year.  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  was  1 6 . 1 ,  as  compared  with  15*4  the 
previous  year*  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.8. 

DEATHS 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of 
one  year  was  3,  as  compared  with  3  the  previous  year.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  (i.e.  deaths  under  1  year  per  1,000  live 
births)  was  14,  as  compared  with  14  the  previous  year.  The 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  17.  The  Perinatal  Mortality 
Rate  was  13,  compared  with  14  the  previous  year.  The  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  was  22. 

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  cf  the  general 
population  was  11.4,  compared  with  11.1  the  previous  year. 

The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.1.  Of  the  total 
deaths  for  all  ages,  namely,  243,  132  occurred  in  people  aged 
75  years  and  over.  As  in  previous  years,  the  major  causes  of 
death  were  Heart  Disease,  &9,  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System  (strokes),  37;  and  Cancer,  53. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number. of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified 
was  88,  compared  with  40  the  previous  year.  The  increase  was 
mainly  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Measles  notified,  61  ,  as  compared  with  27  the  previous  year. 

Reading  through  some  of  the  previous  Annual  Reports, 
it  was  noted  that  in  1913,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases 
was

With  regard  to  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria,  this  was 
attributed  to  sanitary  defects  in  respect  of  drains,  cess¬ 
pits,  etc.,  and  although  this  was  a  mistaken  view,  it  was 
probably  of  value  in  as  much  as  it  acted  as  a  spur  in  the 
development  of  important  sanitary  disposal  arrangements . 

The  incidence  of  Typhoid  is  not  surprising,  since  of  the  91 
samples  of  water  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
over  70fo  were  unsatisfactory  and  showed  bacteriological 
contaminat ion. 

The  population  was  shown  as  16,441,  and  in  1921  the  population 
had  dropped  to  15,520,  but  rose  to  17,820  in  1952.  In  1920 
no  case  of  Typhoid  was  reported. 

The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  at  that  time  was 
listed  as  15.  None  of  these  slaughterhouses  were  licenced  or 
registered,. and  during  the  year  no  meat  was  condemned.  This 
was  probably  due  to  lack  of  adequate  meat  inspection. 

In  1925,  it  was  reported  that  "mud  houses  have  practically 
disappeared" . 

The  nursing  services  during  this  period  were  relatively  high 
compared  with  1972.  There  were  11  District  Nurses  affiliated 
to  the  County  Nursing  Association,  and  1 1  Certified  Midwives 
practicing  in  the  District,  Figures  for  1972  are

Reading  through  the  reports,  one  gains  the  impression  that  Local 
Government  was  a  very  personal  service  and  that  the  parishes' 
individual  difficulties  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council 
for  action.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  same  personal  sorvice  will  exist 
as  from  the  1st  April,  1974,  and  this  is  a  matter  for  regret. 


This  is  my  last  Annual  Report  to  the  Wincanton  Rural 
District  Council,  and-  as  in  previous  years  I  would  like  to  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks  fop4;he  invariable  kindness  and 
cour-tesy  I  have  always  received  from  the  Council,  from  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  from  the  members  of  the  staff.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE  YEAR 


The  statistics  furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  shows 
the  number  of  births  and  deaths  after  correction  has  been  made 
for  transfers  to  the  normal  place  of  residence  of  the  individuals 
concerned.  From  these  figures  can  be  calculated  the  "crude" 
birth  and  death  rates.  As,  however,  the  highest  mortality  occurs 
at  the  two  extremes  of  life,  and  industrial  areas  in  general 
have  a  larger  proportion  of  people  living  in  the  middle  age 
periods  of  life,  3ome  correction  must  be  made  for  the  irregularities 
of  distribution  as  regards  age  and  sex,  as  otherwise  the  death 
rate  will  afford  no  accurate  means  of  comparing  the  healthiness 
of  one  district  with  another.  This  comparability  factor  is 
furnished  by  the  Registrar  General  and  applied  to  the  "crude" 
birth  or  death  rate,  gives  a  standardised  rate  and  enables  com¬ 
parison  to  be  made  xvith  the  rate  for  England  and  Hales,  or  with 
rates  of  other  districts.

The  Standardised  Death  Rate  was  11 .4.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  12.1,  The  following  table  shows  the  age  and  sex  incidence  as  well  as 
the  causes  of  death.  It  will  be  noted  that  amongst  the  males,  of  the  125 
deaths,  41  occurred  between  the  ages  of  65  and  75,  and  55  over  the  age  of 
75.  Of  the  females,  out  of  the  total  of  118  deaths,  19  occurred  between 
the  ages  of  65  and75,  and  77  were,  over  the  age  of  75.
